NEW YORK, Sept. ®.—Having settled
the chief detalls of the arrangements un-
der which a great American syndicate will
underwrile u loan of several hundred mil-
lion dollars In this country for the Allles,

From Information, belleved to have
been (nepired by members of the Allles”
commigsion or the Americdan fnanciers
negotlating with them, It had been de-
duced that the great loan to be obtalned
|."' the United States would be used to

purchase only the necessities of life,
| wheat, corn, meat, clothing, ete, and
that the funds so derived should not be
used to pay for munitlons of war. But
lmnfprencen, held by the commissioners
at the Biltmore Hotel today, Indloated
that this Impression was erroneous,

Representatives of American arms and
ammunition makers oalled at the hotel
and were taken up to the commissionera”
quarters As goon &8 they appeared. It is
understood they discussed with the chier
members of the commission the repewal
of the contracts they now have for the
manufacture of munitions, which were
made through J. P. Morgan, and the mak-
ing of new contraots,

The munition and arms men were anked
to furnigh new filgures as to how great &
quantity of war supplies they could fur-
nish Immediately and how much witnin
two years, They were given to under-
stand that fresh contracts would be
flgned bafors the commisnloners laft Naw
York. Up to the present time payments
for war munitions have "been made In
ansh upon delivery of the contraoct goods,
but payments are now to be delayed for
0 dnve, or evem longer.

Today's eallern were asked to communi-
cate with thelr companies and ascertain
what their attitude on the changed sys-
tem would be. Two of the callers stopped
to discuss the matter after leaving the
conference, but they fled when the news-
paper men asked for further detnlls, sav-
ing. that if an¥thing were printed It
would be denled.
